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JOURNAL  OF  THE  HOUSE. 


The  one  hundred  and  sixteenth  General  Court  of  the  ^'J^J^'y 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  convened  at  the  State  **' 
House  in  Boston  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January, 
being  the  second  day  thereof,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  of  the  Independ- 
ence of  the  United  States  of  America  the  one  hundred 
and  nineteenth.  And  the  members-elect  of  the  House  of 
Kepresentatives,  having  assembled  in  the  representatives' 
chamber,  were  called  to  order  at  eleven  o'clock  a.m.  by 
Mr.  Thomas  E.  St.  John  of  Haverhill,  the  senior  member- 
elect  present. 

By  request  of  the  presiding  officer,  prayer  was  offered 
by  the  Rev.  William  S.  White  of  Foxborough,  a  member- 
elect. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Irwin  of  Northampton,  — 

Ordered^  That  a  committee  of  eight  be  appointed  to  Becretarvin- 
inform   the   Secretary   of   the   Commonwealth  that  the  HooUhMbecn 
House  has  been  called  to  order.  ^•^  ***  **"*•'• 

Messrs.  Irwin  of  Northampton,  Fowle  of  Woburn, 
Grant  of  Chicopee,  Richardson  of  Haverhill,  Moran  of 
Fall  River,  Teamoh  of  Boston,  Lawrence  of  Cohasset  and 
William  F.  Donovan  of  Boston  were  appointed  the  com- 
mittee.

And,  Mr.  Meyer  having  been  elected,  declaration  was 
made  accordingly,  and  the  Speaker  was  conducted  to  the 
chair  by  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Prevaux  of 
Amesbury  and  James  H.  Mellen  of  Worcester,  and  spoke 
as  follows :  — 

Gentlemen  : 

It  is  a  great  compliment  to  be  re-elected  Speaker  of  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives.  It  is  an  honor 
which  I  deeply  appreciate,  and  I  shall,  with  your  assist- 
ance, exercise  the  duties  of  this  high  office  to  the  best  of 
my  ability,  always  endeavoring  to  preside  with  impartial- 
ity, guarding  and  upholding  the  dignity  for  which  this 
body  is  distinguished  among  legislative  assemblies,  and 
upon  which  it  justly  prides  itself. 
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In  all  probability,  this  is  the  last  time  that  this  branch 
of  the  government  will  assemble  in  this  simple  but  none 
the  less  beautiful  chamber,  ripe  with  historic  associations 
of  the  past,  and  where  many  of  Massachusetts'  most  emi- 
nent sons  have  debated,  resulting  in  records  and  en- 
actments, and  the  development  of  an  advanced  and 
enlightened  constitutional  government  known  and  re- 
spected throughout  the  world. 

This  State  House  is  but  one  hundred  years  old,  —  a 
short  time  when  compared  with  the  six  hundred  years  of 
Westminster  Hall ;  but  during  this  period  of  one  hundred 
years  the  history  of  Massachusetts  is  fertile  with  deeds 
that  redound  to  her  honor.  Our  State  House  was  built 
in  the  period  immediately  following  the  Ke volution. 
Nothing  comparable  to  it  in  size  and  importance  had  up 
to  that  time  been  erected  in  America. 

Some  one  last  year  aptly  said  :  *^  The  people  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  of  Boston  were  peculiarly  fortunate  in  their 
civic  temple.  It  stood  and  stands  upon  an  Acropolis,  over- 
looking the  city,  a  beacon  to  the  mariner  and  landmark 
to  the  townships  surrounding  it,  as  the  Parthenon  and 
the  great  statue  of  Athena  Promachos  stood  upon  the 
Acropolis  of  Athens." 

Feeling  that  it  would  be  fitting  and  proper  before 
adjourning  this  morning  to  have  the  events,  the  many 
associations  making  up  the  history  of  this  building  recalled 
to  our  minds,  believing  the  time  has  come  when  this  noble 
structure  should  be  regarded  not  alone  for  purposes  of 
utility,  but  as  a  valuable  historical  monument,  to  be  cher- 
ished by  the  people  of  this  city  as  one  of  its  priceless  pos- 
sessions, I  have  requested  a  member  of  the  House  to 
perform  the  important  service  of  giving  to  you  the  benefit 
of  his  extended  historical  research. 

At  the  close  of  the  session  last  year  I  called  attention 
to  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  bills  and  resolves 
introduced  inp  1894.  If  that  increase  should  continue  at 
the  same  ratio  for  the  next  two  or  three  years,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  sit  through  the  entire  summer. 

This  flood  of  bills  is  due  in  part  to  the  unjustifiable 
willingness  of  the  Legislature  to  pass  special  rather  than 
general  laws.  It  would  be  advisable  to  enact  general  laws, 
broad  enough  in  scope  to  render  unnecessary  the  multi- 
tude of  special  acts  which  each  year  are  urged  in  the  inter- 
est of  banking  business,  water  companies,  electric  light 
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companies  and  steam  and  street  railroad  companies.  This 
principle  of  general  laws  is  more  strictly  adhered  to  in 
other  States. 

I  desire  at  this  time  to  call  your  attention  to  the  first 
four  lines  of  Joint  Rule  No.  4,  which  read  as  follows : 
•*  Joint  committees  may  report  by  bill  or  resolve  to  either 
branch  at  their  discretion,  having  reference  to  an  equal 
distribution  of  business  between  the  two  branches."  Those 
of  you  who  were  members  of  the  Legislature  of  1894 
will  recall  the  fact  that,  owing  to  non-compliance  with  this 
rule,  the  business  of  the  House  sufiered  serious  delay  by 
reason  of  the  excessive  number  of  reports  made  to  it, 
while  the  Senate  calendar  was  practically  cleared  each 
day  after  a  very  short  session. 

The  public  sentiment  for  biennial  elections  is  undoubtedly 
growing  rapidly  in  this  State  among  our  thoughtful  citi- 
zens. In  deference  to  this  public  sentiment,  and  to  the 
fact  that  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island  are  the  only 
States  in  the  Union  which  persist  in  annual  elections,  it 
would  seem  fitting  to  submit  this  question  to  the  people 
for  their  final  decision,  in  order  that  they  may  be  relieved, 
if  they  so  desire,  of  an  expensive  and  needless  burden. 

It  would  be  advantageous  to  print  in  our  bulletin  of 
hearings  a  list  of  the  petitions  and  bills  pending  before 
each  committee,  with  date  of  reception  by  the  committee 
and  of  the  advertised  hearing,  in  order  that  the  humblest 
citizen  from  any  part  of  the  State  can  trace  proposed  legis- 
lation without  difficulty  and  without  outside  assistance. 
Our  actions  should  be  clear  and  open  to  the  inspection  of 
all.  If  there  is  procrastination  anywhere,  the  public 
should  know  of  it  and  be  able  to  place  the  blame  where  it 
belongs. 

Massachusetts  has  always  justly  prided  herself  on  the 
intelligence  and  enlightenment  of  her  citizens,  which  are 
undoubtedly  founded  upon  and  the  result  of  our  sacred 
system  of  common  school  education.  In  these  days  of 
intricate  development,  it  is  not  alone  sufficient  for  the 
working  of  our  democratic  institutions  that  our  people 
should  have  an  ordinary  education,  but  it  is  necessary 
that  such  education  should  be  cultivated  by  practising  the 
right  use  of  intellectual  power  and  the  right  use  of  reason. 
Then  only  is  intelligence  capable  of  dealing  with  the  prob- 
lems that  are  coming  up  from  year  to  year.  But  some- 
thing more  is  required.     Knowledge  is  power,  but  power 
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is  not  necessarily  civilization.  Education  enlightened  by 
reason  is  not  alone  sufficient.  Education  must  also  be 
guided  by  a  cultivated  moral  sense.  Then  will  the  great- 
est good  for  all  be  attained.  Let  us  not  forget  the  respon- 
sibilities of  man  as  a  member  of  society.  In  all  our  acts 
remember  that  the  public  good  is  paramount  to  every 
private  consideration.

The  report  was  then  accepted. 
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The  report  of  the  joint  committee  on  the  Judiciary, 
leave  to  withdraw,  on  the  petition  (with  accompanj'ing 
bill.  House,  No.  85)  of  E.  F.  Fay  and  others  for  legisla- 
tion providing  greater  security  against  loss  of  life  by  fire 
in  apartment  houses  was,  pending  the  amendment  moved 
by  Mr.  Spalding  of  Cambridge,  and  pending  the  main 
question  on  its  acceptance,  recommitted  to  the  joint  com- 
mittee on  the  Judiciary,  on  motion  of  Mr   Spalding. 

The  Bill  to  regulate  passenger  fares  on  railroads  (House, 
No.  156)  was  considered,  and  after  debate  was  laid  on 
the  table,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bliss  of  West  Springfield,  by 
a  vote  of  81  to  53,  pending  the  question  on  its  rejection, 
as  recommended  by  the  committee  on  Railroads. 

The  Bill  to  provide  for  the  greater  safety  of  railroad 
employees  (House,  No.  185)  was  postponed  for  further 
consideration  until  to-morrow,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Shea  of 
Cambridge,  pending  the  question  on  its  rejection,  as  rec- 
ommended by  the  committee  on  Railroads. 

The  Resolve  in  favor  of  Susan  E.  Alger  (House, 
No.  251)  was  postponed  for  further  consideration  until 
Wednesday,  February  20,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Knox  of 
Worcester,  pending  the  question  on  its  rejection,  as  rec- 
ommended by  the  committee  on  Finance. 

The  Resolve  relative  to  the  Manual  for  the  General 
Court  was  rejected,  as  recommended  by  the  committee  on 
Finance,  and  notice  was  sent  to  the  Senate. 

The  Bill  relative  to  jury  trials  in  equity  and  probate 
causes  (House,  No.  726 )  was  read  a  second  time,  amended, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Bancroft  of  Reading,  by  striking  out, 
in  section  1,  line  16,  the  words  *«  both  parties,"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  words  "  either  party,"  and  as 
amended,  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  employment  of  labor  (House, 
No.  732)  was  read  a  second  time,  and  pending  the  ques- 
tion on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading,  it  was  recommitted 
to  the  committee  on  Labor,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Ryan  of 
Boston. 

The  Bill  to  provide  that  scrip  or  bonds  issued  for  pro- 
viding armories  for  the  Massachusetts  volunteer  militia 
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shall  be  redeemable  in  gold  or  its  equivalent  (House,  No. 
420)  was  read  a  third  time,  passed  to  be  engrossed  and 
sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Resolve  to  provide  for  printing  extra  copies  of  the 
report  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  World's  Fair  Man- 
agers (House,  No.  397)  was  read  a  third  time,  and  after 
debate,  pending  the  question  on  passing  it  to  be  engrossed,

Message  from  the  Governor, 

The  following  message  from  His  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor was  read :  — 

Ck)MMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETra, 

ExEcuTiTB  Department,  Boston,  Feb.  13,  1895. 
To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  RepresenlcUives, 

I  return  the  proposed  act  entitled  '^  An  Act  to  remove  Meuag«from 
the  restrictions  upon  shad  and  alewife  fishing  in  the  Mer-  Mlrrim^Riv^ 
rimac  River"  without  my  approval,  and   assign  for  such  <^«'*~- 
action  the  following  reasons  :  — 

The  policy  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  promotion  of 
the  general  welfare  by  the  culture,  preservation  and  propa- 
gation of  food  fish  in  the  rivers,  brooks  and  ponds  of  the 
Commonwealth,  is  set  forth  in  chapter  91  of  the  Public 
Statutes  and  in  amendments  thereof,  and  subsequent  acts. 
This  policy  has  been  established  for  more  than  twenty- 
five  years,  and  is  fraught  with  deep  interest  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Commonwealth.  The  most  careful  provisions 
and  restrictions  are  laid  down  to  insure  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the  purpose  contemplated,  and  extraordinary 
powers  are  given  to  the  Governor  and  Council  and  the 
Commissioners  on  Inland  Fisheries  as  to  fixing  and  defin- 
ing arbitrarily  tidal  bounds  and  mouths  of  streams,  and  as 
to  prohibiting  fishing  in  the  tidal  waters  navigable  or  un- 
navigable,  for  long  periods  of  time.  This  policy  has  been 
adopted  in  other  States,  and  is  now  in  such  a  process  of 
development  that  in  a  very  few  years  most  advantageous 
results  in  some  directions,  and  possibly  failures  in  others, 
will  be  apparent ;  but  generally  great  benefits  to  the  pub- 
lic will  be  found  to  have  resulted.  Under  existing  law, 
considerable  latitude  is  now  given  to  persons  desirous  to 
fish,  four  days  a  week,  from  March  1  to  May  31  being 
allowed  for  the  taking  of  shad  and  alewives.  The  spawn- 
ing season  is  to  be  carefully  guarded  unless  the  whole 
policy  of  the  Commonwealth  is  to  be  abandoned.     Upon 
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the  information  given  to  me,  I  find  that  alewives  have 
already  passed  up  the  Merrimac  River  in  great  numbers, 
and  are  now  to  be  found  in  the  ponds  connected  by  pass- 
able streams  with  this  river.  I'his  is  probably  true  of 
other  similar  rivers  and  streams.  Shad  spawn  in  the 
Merrimac  in  June.  If  the  proposed  bill  allows  the  taking 
of  shad  during  that  season,  then  the  policy  of  the  Com- 
monwealth is  attacked,  and  the  public  health  and  welfare 
endangered  by  the  sale  and  consumption  offish  unfit  for  food 
and  by  the  destruction  of  the  young  fish  as  well  as  the 
spawning  fish.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  add  also  that  the 
Commonwealth  has  in  a  manner  entered  into  joint  undertak- 
ings with  the  neighboring  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  the 
efibrt  to  preserve  and  to  develop  inland  fisheries  by  the 
maintenance  of  joint  hatcheries  and  by  other  arrangements 
calculated  to  insure  the  same  result.  The  act  of  1893, 
chapter  201,  removing  the  restrictions  upon  the  taking  of 
shad  and  alewives  from  the  Chain  bridge  between  New- 
buryport  and  the  town  of  Amesbury  is  open  to  some 
objections,  but  the  conditions  in  that  part  of  the  river  are 
not  similar  to  those  in  the  part  embraced  in  the  proposed 
act.  The  part  of  the  river  specified  in  the  act  of  1893 
is  much  wider  than  at  any  other  point,  and  the  tide  is  so 
strong  that  it  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  fishermen 
to  use  their  seines,  except  for  an  hour  or  two,  at  low  tide, 
and  they  seldom  fish  then  unless  there  are  fishing  vessels 
waiting  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  for  bait.  The  bait  con- 
sists of  *'  bluebacks"  and  "porgies"  or  menhaden.  Sal- 
mon and  shad  run  in  at  flood  tide  and  very  few  are  taken 
on  such  occasions.  Most  of  the  shad  and  salmon  have 
passed  up  the  river  by  the  20th  of  June,  and  fishing  for 
the  bait,  described  above,  seldom  begins  before  that  date. 
While  the  act  of  1893  may  in  its  terms,  therefore,  appear 
to  be  an  invasion  of  the  policy  of  the  Commonwealth, 
practically  the  policy  is  not  materially  affected. 

The  proposed  act,  while  differing  somewhat  from  the 
act  returned  without  approval  in  1894  as  infringing  the 
policy  of  the  Commonwealth  in  regard  to  inland  fisheries, 
contains  the  same  destructive  principle,  and  raises  a  ques- 
tion between  the  interests  of  a  few  individuals  and  the 
general  welfare  of  the  whole  people. 

I  therefore  respectfully  and  reluctantly  return  this  act 
without  approval.

and  has  since  so  increased  as  to  make  this  city  the  largest 
fishing  port  in  the  country  ;  therefore 

Resolved^  That  the  Business  Men's  Association  of  the 
city  of  Gloucester  desire  to  place  themselves  on  record  as 
favoring  the  retention  of  this  ancient  emblem  of  our  in- 
dustry which  is  so  interwoven  into  the  prosperity  of  our 
old  Commonwealth  from  its  earliest  history  and  as  a  testi- 
monial to  the  sterling  qualities  of  the  pioneers  whose 
labors  builded  so  firmly  the  foundations  on  which  rest  so 
firmly  the  stability  of  our  institutions. 

*«  To  those  familiar  with  the  history  and  slow  develop- 
ment of  Massachusetts  there  is  nothing  about  the  State 
House  more  interesting  or  more  suggestive  than  this 
codfish.  It  tells  of  commerce,  war,  diplomacy ;  of  vic- 
tories won  by  Massachusetts.  It  symbolizes  the  sources 
of  our  original  wealth ;  the  nursery  of  those  mariners 
who  manned  the  gun-decks  of  our  frigates ;  our  issues 
and  struggles  with  England." 

The  number  of  pounds  of  codfish  landed  at  the  port  of 
Gloucester  during  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninetj— 
four  was  forty-three  million  (43,000,000).  In  addition 
ten  million  (10,000,000)  pounds  were  also  landed  by 
her  fleets  at  other  ports,  making  a  total  in  round  nnm-

valuable  fish  product  wrested  from  old  ocean  by  the  hardy 
Gloucester  fishermen  in  a  single  year.

Mr.  Myers  of  Cambridge,  from  the  committee  on  Rules, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  motion  to  suspend  the  12th 
joint  rule  on  the  Resolution  relative  to  the  protection  of 
American  citizens  in  Turkey,  reported  recommending 
that  the  rule  be  suspended.

If  the  majority  of  the  answers  are  in 
the  negative,  said  sections  of  this  act  and  all  prior  acts 
relative  to  the  construction  of  a  subway  in  the  city  of 
Boston  shall  become  null  and  void,  and  the  office  of  the 
commission  appointed  thereunder  shall  terminate :  pro- 
vided,  that  no  portion  of  any  act  shall  so  become  void 
except  such  portion  as  relates  to  the  construction  of  a 
subway  in  said  city. 
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*^  Section  8.  Until  the  question  aforesaid  shall  have 
been  submitted  to  the  voters  of  said  city  and  acted  upon 
by  them,  the  Boston  Transit  Commission  shall  make  no 
further  contracts  and  incur  no  further  liabilities.  Said 
commission  may,  however,  continue  its  investigations, 
and  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  in  the 
present  year,  make  a  report  of  the  result  of  such  investi- 
gations to  the  mayor  of  said  city,  who  shall  forthwith 
cause  such  report,  or  the  substance  thereof,  to  be  printed 
in  three  or  more  daily  newspapers  published  in  said  city 
of  Boston  for  the  information  of  the  voters  thereof. 

"  Section  9.  Sections  seven,  eight  and  nine  of  this  act 
shall  take  effect  upon  the  passage  thereof.'' 

Mr.  Jones  of  Melrose  raised  the  point  of  order  that  roint  of  order, 
the  amendment  was  out  of  order  for  the  reason  that  the 
bill  was  based  upon  the  recommendations  of  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  contained  in  his  annual  message,  in 
which  he  suggests  simply  perfecting  amendments  of  the 
act  of  last  year,  and  that  any  amendments  to  the  bill  that 
are  not  perfecting  amendments  are  not  in  order ;  that  the 
pending  amendment  affected  not  only  a  legislative  enact- 
ment of  1894,  but  also  of  the  year  1893,  and  was  clearly 
beyond  the  scope  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Governor 
to  the  General  Court. 

The  Speaker  ruled  as  follows  :  — 

''  The  bill  under  consideration  has  been  reported  by 
the  committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs,  on  so  much  of  the 
Governor's  Address  as  relates  to  rapid  transit.  On  refer- 
ring to  the  subject  of  rapid  transit,  contained  in  the  ad- 
dress, the  Chair  finds  that  the  Governor,  in  reference  to 
the  subway,  said  :  — 

"  '  I  therefore  trust  that  the  Legislature  will  take  no 
action  calculated  to  hinder  or  impede  the  consummation 
of  this  important  improvement,  and  that,  on  the  other 
hand,  it  will  give  consideration  to  such  perfecting  amend- 
ments of  the  act  as  in  the  development  and  execution  of 
the  work  may  be  deemed  desirable  by  the  commission,  in 
order  to  enable  it  to  secure  the  best  results  in  the  most 
economical  manner.' 

"The  Chair  will  rule  that  the  amendment  offered  by 
Mr.  McCarthy  is  not  a  perfecting  amendment.  It  is  an 
amendment,  therefore,  beyond  the  scope  of  the  Gov- 
ernor's address,  under  which  the  bill  was  reported.  And 
the  point  of  order  raised  by  Mr.  Jones  is  well  taken." 
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After  debate,  pending  the  question  on  ordering  the  bill 
to  a  third  reading,  it  was  laid  on  the  table,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  McCarthy.

cuy^of  BoeuTn.  This  act  proposcs  an  increase  of  $500  in  the  salary  of 
the  official  named.  While  it  is  true  that  many  inequal- 
ities are  to  be  found  in  the  scale  of  salaries  as  now 
established  in  the  various  departments  of  the  Common- 
wealth, which  ought  at  some  suitable  time  to  be  adjusted 
or  corrected,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  year 
does  not  offer  a  I'avorable  opportunity  for  securing  such  a 
result.  The  tendency  in  private  enterprises  has  been 
towards  rigorous  economy,  reduction  in  the  number  of 
employees,  and  in  salaries  and  wages.  The  profits  of 
business  are  small,  and  competition  is  close  and  severe. 
In  such  a  condition  of  affairs  it  would  seem  inconsistent 
for  the  Commonwealth  to  move  in  the  opposite  direction 
and  to  adopt  the  general  policy  of  increasing  rather  than 
diminishing  salaries  of  public  officials,  however  plausible 
might  seem  the  reasons  for  such  a  course. 

Without  any  disparagement  to  the  ability  and  efficiency 
of  the  official  named  in  this  act,  and  regarding  the  claim 
that  the  city  of  Boston  is  chiefly  concerned  in  this  in- 
crease of  salary  as  not  affecting  the  principle  involved,  I 
respectfully  decline  to  approve  this  act.

The  Bill  to  prevent  the  increase  of  dock-tailed  horses 
in  Massachusetts  (House,  No.  320)  was  read  a  third  time 
and  considered. 

The  coaimittee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  reported 
recommending  the  substitution  of  a  **Bill  relative  to 
horses  which  have  been  mutilated  by  docking"  (House, 
No.  1101). 

Mr.  Lowell  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  the  bill  recom- 
mended as  a  substitute  by  inserting  a  new  section,  to  be 
numbered  section  2,  as  follows :  — 

^^  Section  2.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  horse  so 
mutilated  which  is  hereafter  brought  into  the  Com- 
monwealth shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  horse  is 
brought  into  the  Commonwealth,  cause  a  description 
of  said  horse  such  as  is  required  by  section  one  of 
this  act  to  be  recorded  in  the  manner  provided  by  said 
section." 

After  debate  the  amendment  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
60  to  35.

^*  Sect.  2.  At  the  annual  State  or  municipal  election 
in  the  present  year,  or  at  a  special  election  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  to  be  called  by  the  mayor  of  said  city  not  earlier 
than  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  and  not 
later  than  October  1,  but  not  during  the  months  of  July 
or  August,  the  question  '  Shall  chapter  478  of  the  Acts  of 
the  year  1893  and  sections  23  to  239,  inclusive,  of  chap- 
ter 548  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1894  be  repealed?'  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  city  of  Boston.  If  the 
majority  of  the  answers  to  said  question  shall  be  given  in 
the  affirmative  then  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  said  vote,  and  if  the  answer  shall 
be  given  in  the  negative  then  said  section  shall  be  null  and 
void. 

**  SecL  3.  Sections  2  and  3  of  this  act  shall  take 
effect  upon  the  passage  hereof."

The  Bill  relative  to  the  punishment  for  rape  (House, 
No.  999)  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Young  of  Springfield, 
postponed  for  further  consideration  until  this  afternoon, 
to  be  specially  assigned  for  consideration  at  quarter  be- 
fore three  o'clock,  pending  the  question  on  passing  it  to 
be  engrossed.  Subsequently,  at  quarter  before  three 
o'clock,  the  bill  was  taken  up  and  was  passed  to  be 
engrossed  by  a  vote  of  74  to  52  and  sent  up  for  concur- 
rence. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  construction  of  State  highways 
(House,  No.  1122)  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

The  Bill  to  establish  free  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of 
contagious  and  infectious  diseases  (House,  No.  1078)  was 
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further  considered,  the  question  being  on  ordering  it  to  a 
third  reading. 

Mr.  Spalding  of  Cambridge  moved  to  amend  by  strik- 
ing out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  •*  Every  city  shall  provide  for  the 
treatment,  either  in  a  hospital  or  as  out-patients,  of  indi- 
gent persons  suffering  from  contagious  or  infectious  ve- 
nereal diseases."

A  Bill  relative  to  retractions  in  actions  for  libel  (Senate, 
No.  250),  passed  to  be  engrossed  by  the  Senate,  was  read 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

The  Hoase  Bill  to  authorize  the  Edison  Illuminating 
Company  of  Brockton  to  extend  its  pipes,  mains,  conduits 
or  wires  into  certain  towns  (House,  No.  1049)  came

The  care  and  custody  of  trust  and  all  other  public  funds, 
and  the  places  where  such  funds  are  deposited  or  kept ; 

The  manner  of  registering  voters  and  conducting  elec- 
tions ; 

What  effect  the  State  tax  has  upon  the  towns  ;  and 

Such  other  information  as  they  may  deem  of  importance 
in  such  an  inquiry. 

Said  committee  shall  be  furnished  with  a  room  in  the 
State  House,  shall  be  supplied  with  stationery  and  postage, 
may  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  may  employ  a 
stenographer.  Said  committee  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation, but  shall  be  allowed  their  travelling  expenses  if 
it  is  found  necessary  to  hold  sessions  outside  of  Boston. 

Said  committee  shall  report  in  print  to  the  next  Gen- 
eral Court  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  in 
the  year  1896,  and  shall  make  such  recommendations  as 
they  deem  necessary  for  the  better  conduct  of  the  business 
of  towns,  having  especial  reference  to  the  manner  of  fund- 
ing town  debts  and  the  reduction  of  taxes.  Said  com- 
mittee shall  submit  with  their  report  drafts  of  such 
statutes  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  their  recommenda- 
tions into  effect.

The  Chair  finds  that  the  bill  before  the  House,  reported 
in  part  by  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary  on  the 
annual  report  of  the  Attorney-General  for  the  year  end- 
ing Jan.  16,  1895,  practically  provides  for  a  revision  of 
the  entire  law  known  as  the  collateral  legacy  tax  law,  and 
does  not  provide  for  carrying  out  the  recommendation 
of  the  Attorney-General,  in  which  he  had  suggested  an 
alteration  so  that  the  tax  should  apply  to  legacies  only; 
and,  therefore,  the  bill  is  beyond  the  scope  of  the  recom- 
mendation, the  point  of  order  is  well  taken,  and  the  bill 
is  accordingly  laid  aside. 

The  Bill  apportioning  the  expense  of  laying  out,  alter- 
ing, widening  or  locating  a  public  way  caused   by  the 
location  of  an  electric  or  horse  railway  thereon  (House, 
No.  711)  was  read  a  second  time  and  considered.     Pend

Mr.  Mills,  Charles  E.*  Mr.  Wood,  Henry  O. 
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The  report  of  the  committee  on  Rules,  who  were  au- 
thorized to  report  from  time  to  time  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  House  and  measures  for  expediting  its  business, 
recommending  that  Rule  103  of  the  House  Rules  be 
amended  by  striking  out  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  lines  the 
words  *' ninety-nine  and  one  hundred"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  *<  seventy-one,  ninety-nine, 
one  hundred  and  one  hundred  and  one,"  was  accepted. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Boston,  Lynn  and  Beverly 
Street  Railway  Company  (House,  No.  1128)  was  ordered 
to  a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  65  to  18. 

The  Bill  to  provide  for  certain  school-housed  in  the  city 
of  Boston  (Senate,  No.  240)  was  read  a  second  time  and 
considered. 

Pending  the  question  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third 
reading,  Mr.  Jones  of  Melrose  moved  to  amend  in  section 
1,  line  2,  by  striking  out  the  word  '^  chairman,"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  word  '*  president,"  and  also 
by  striking  out  in  the  same  line  the  words  '*  board  of," 
which  amendments  were  rejected. 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  all  of  section  4  after  the  word  **  limit"  in  the  eighth 
line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  '*and  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-six,  and  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  each 
of  the  three  following  years,  which  shall  all  be  within  the 
debt  limit,"  which  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Tuttle  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out 
section  1,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  — 

^^  Section  1.  The  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Boston 
shall  have  full  power  and  control  of  the  design,  construc- 
tion, erection  and  furnishing  of  all  school  buildings,  and 
are  hereby  authorized  to  select  and  employ  an  architect  or 
architects  to  design  said  buildings  and  to  supervise  the 
construction  and  erection  thereof;  but  no  work  upon  any 
building  shall  be  commenced  until  full  general  plans  of 
such  building  shall  have  been  prepared,  and  no  specific 
work  shall  be  commenced  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
duly  advertised,  proposals  for  such  work  shall  have  been 
received  from  responsible  parties,  and  contracts  shall  have 
been  entered  into,  with  satisfactory  guarantees  for  their 
performance :  provided^  however^  that  no  contract  made 
under  this  act  shall  be  valid  unless  approved  by  the 
mayor." 
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The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  section  7  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:— 

"  Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pa?*- 
sage." 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered. 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Bailey  of  Arlington,  the  first  amendment 
moved  by  Mr.  Tuttle  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  59  to  ^^0. 
Mr.  Jones  of  Melrose  raised  the  question  of  order  that  a 
quorum  was  not  present  and  voting.  A  count  of  the 
House  showed  that  111  members  were  present.  On 
motion  of  Mr.  Bates  of  Boston,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  wa^ 
instructed  to  secure  the  attendance  of  a  quorum.  On  the 
appearance  of  a  quorum  a  vote  was  again  taken  on  the 
amendment,  and  it  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  58  to  42. 
Mr.  Jones  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the  vote  whereby 
the  amendment  was  adopted,  which  motion  was  lost. 

The  second  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Tuttle  wa.< 
adopted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  ordered  to  a  third 
reading. 

The  Bill  authorizing  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  school  committees  to  vote  at  the  next  State  elec- 
tion upon  the  question  of  granting  municipal  suffrage  to 
women  (Senate,  No.  256)  was  read  a  second  time,  and 
pending  the  question  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading,  the

Opinion  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

The  following  opinion  was  received  from  the  justices 
of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  response  to  an  order 
adopted  by  the  House  of  Representatives  :  — 

To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  BepresentcUives  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 

We,  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  re-  Opinion  of  the 
ceived,  on  the  20th  ultimo,  your   resolution,  a  copy  of  s^V^a  * 
which  is  annexed,  and  in  reply  we  respectfully  submit  -w^iy  J2p 
the  following  opinion  :  —  '^•"'  °'  ''•«•■• 

Your  question  implies  that  in  your  opinion  the  present 
law  relating  to  the  weekly  payment  of  wages  by  certain 
corporations  to  their  employees  is  constitutional,  and  your 
inquiry  is  whether  it  is  within  the  constitutional  power  of 
the  Legislature  to  extend  the  law  to  private  individuals 
and  to  partnerships. 

We  are  not  informed  of  the  nature  of  the  doubts  which 
your  request  implies.  It  is  well  known  that  in  some  of 
the  States  of  this  country  legislation  similar  to  that  pro- 
posed has  been  held  unconstitutional  by  the  courts,  some- 
times on  the  ground  that  it  is  partial  in  its  character,  but 
more  frequently  on  the  ground  that  it  interferes  with  what 
is  called  the  liberty  of  contract,  which,  it  is  said,  either  as 
a  privilege  or  as  property,  is  secured  to  the  inhabitants  of 
a  State  by  its  Constitution,  or  by  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States.  In  some  of  these  decisions  a  distinction 
has  been  suggested  or  made  between  the  rights  of  natural 
persons  and  the  rights  of  corporations,  and  such  legisla-  . 
tion  has  been  deemed  valid  with  respect  to  corporations 
whose  charters  were  subject  to  alteration,  amendment  or 
repeal  by  the  Legislature,  or  which,  being  foreign  cor- 
porations, were  permitted  to  do  business  in  the  State 
under  such  conditions  as  the  Legislature  might  impose, 
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^hile  the  legislation  has  been  deemed  void  with  respect 
to  natural  persons.  Some  recent  decisions  on  this  subject 
are  the  following :  Leep  v.  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  i?^ 
Southern  Railway,  58  Ark.  407.  State  v.  Peel  Splint 
Coal  Co.,  36  West  Va.  802.  Hancock  v.  Yaden,  121 
Ind.  366.  State  v.  Brown  &  Sharpe  Manuf.  Co.,  1^ 
R.  I.  Schaffer  v.  Union  Mining  Co.,  55  Md.  74.  Tik 
V.  People  of  Illinois  (Illinois,  February,  1895). 

The  legislative  power  granted  to  the  General  Court  by 
the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts  is  perhaps  more  com- 
prehensive than  that  found  in  the  constitutions  of  some  of 
the   other   States.     The   Constitution  of   Massachusetts, 
Part  II.,  c.   1,  §  1,  art.  4,  provides  as  follows:    *' Ami 
further,  full  power  and  authority  are  hereby  given  and 
granted  to  the  said  General  Court,  from  time  to  time  to 
make,  ordain  and  establish,  all  manner  of  wholesome  and 
reasonable  orders,  laws,  statutes  and  ordinances,  direc- 
tions and  instructions,  either  with  penalties  or  without,  so 
as  the  same  be  not  repugnant  or  contrary  to  this  Con- 
stitution, as  they  shall  judge   to  be  for  the   good   and 
welfare  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  for  the  government 
and  ordering  thereof,  and  of  the  subjects  of  the  same,  and 
for  the  necessary  support  and  defence  of  the  government 
thereof,"  etc.     This   provision   was   taken    substantially 
from  the  Province  Charter.     There  is  not  in  the  Consti- 
tution of  Massachusetts  anything  which  in  terms  relates 
to  the  freedom  or  liberty  of  contract,  as  there  is  concern- 
ing the  liberty  of  the  press.    The  Constitution  declares 
that  **  All  men  are  bom  free  and  equal,  and  have  certain 
natural,  essential   and  unalienable  rights,   among   which 
may  be  reckoned  the  right  of  enjoying  and  defending  their 
lives   and   liberties;    that  of  acquiring,   possessing    and 
protecting  property ;  in  fine,  that  of  seeking  and  obtain- 
ing their  safety  and  happiness ; "  and  it  is  also  declared 
that ''  no  subject  shall  be  arrested,  imprisoned,  despoiled 
or  deprived   of  his   property,  immunities  or  privileges, 
put  out  of  the  protection  of  the  law,  exiled  or  deprived  of 
his  life,  liberty  or  estate,  but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers, 
or  the  law  of  the  land"  (Declaration  of  Rights,  articles 
1  and  12).     This  last  declaration  was  taken  from  Magna 
Charta,  and  in  substance  it  has  been  incorporated  in  the 
14th  Amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
in  form  as  follows :  **  No  State  shall  make  or  enforce  any 
laws  which  shall  abridge  the  privileges  or  immunities  of 
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citizens  of  the  United  States ;  nor  shall  any  State  deprive 
any  person  of  life,  liberty  or  property,  without  due  process 
of  law,  nor  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the 
equal  protection  of  the  laws." 

In  legal  nomenclature,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts,  the  right  to  make  a 
contract  for  personal  services,  if  it  can  be  regarded  either 
as  property  or  as  a  liberty  or  privilege,  would  perhaps 
have  been  regarded  as  the  latter.  So  far  as  we  are 
aware,  the  capacity  to  make  such  a  contract  was  not,  in 
the  discussions  concerning  the  Constitution,  ever  spoken 
of  as  property,  although  that  capacity  may  be  necessary 
to  the  acquisition  of  property.  The  statutes  existing  in 
England  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution, 
regulating  the  employment  of  servants  or  laborers,  were 
of  ancient  origin.  The  modem  English  statutes  •con- 
cerning the  regulation  of  employment  in  factories  un- 
doubtedly rest  on  somewhat  diflferent  political  and  eco- 
nomical principles  from  those  formerly  entertained.  In 
Massachusetts,  after  the  province  became  an  independent 
State,  and  before  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  the 
General  Court  passed  laws  regulating  minutely  the 
prices  of  commodities,  and,  in  certain  respects  the  prices 
of  labor  (St.  1776-77,  c.  14,  c.  46 ;  5  Prov.  Laws,  State 
ed.,  583,  642).  It  never  has  been  much  considered  by 
the  courts  of  Massachusetts  how  far  the  provisions  of  the 
Declaration  of  Rights  in  the  Constitution  have  limited  the 
power  of  the  General  Court  with  respect  to  such  legisla- 
tion, but  it  generally  has  been  thought  that  this  power 
under  the  Constitution  is  subject  to  some  substantial 
limitations. 

There  never  has  been  at  any  time  in  Massachusetts  an 
absolute  right  in  its  inhabitants  to  make  all  such  contracts 
as  they  pleased.  Some  contracts  have  always  been  held 
void  at  common  law,  and  some  contracts  valid  at  com- 
mon law  have  been  declared  void  by  statute.  Married 
women  at  common  law  were  under  a  general  disability 
to  make  contracts  during  coverture ;  and,  although  they 
have  been  recently  empowered  by  the  statutes  to  make 
contracts  as  if  they  were  unmarried,  still,  at  the  present 
time  husband  and  wife  cannot  make  contracts  with  each 
other,  and  if  the  statutes  were  repealed,  the  powers  of 
married  women  to  make  contracts  would  be  governed  by 
the  common  law.    Marriage-brokage  and  post-obit  bonds 
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and  covenants  in  restraint  of  trade  sometimes  have  bees 
held  void.     Minors  at  common  law  are  under  a  disability 
to  make  contracts  except  for  necessaries ;  and  this  is  said 
to  be  for  their  protection.    Our  Statute  of  Frauds  prevents 
the  enforcement  in  the  courts  of  many  kinds  of  contracts, 
unless  they  are  shown  by  a  writing,  and  prohibits  the 
making  of  certain  contracts ;  and  this  statute  was  passed 
for  the  protection  of  persons   against  fraud  and  peijury. 
Seamen  sometimes  have    been    regarded    as    a   class  of 
persons  who  could  not  be  trusted  to  make  their  own  con- 
tracts without  supervision,  and  statutes  have  been  passed 
making   regulations   concerning    their  wages    and    ship- 
ping contracts   (Rev.  Sts.  of  U.  S.,  Title  53).     Wages 
to  a  certain  amount  due  for  personal  labor  and  services 
have  t>een  exempted  from  attachment,  probably  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  thought  that  workmen  generally  need 
their  wages  for  their  support.     Usury  laws  furnish  per- 
haps  the   best  known   illustration  of  the  regulation  by 
statute  of  the  price  to  be  paid  for   the   use   of  a  com- 
modity;  but    the    validity   of   these   laws    usually   has 
been  regarded  as  an  exception  to  a  general  rule.     The  Pub- 
lic   Statutes   of    Massachusetts,   Title   12,  entitled  '*0f 
the   regulation   of  trade  in  certain  cases,"  show  various 
forms  of  interference  by  the  Legislature  with  what  may 
be  called  the  freedom  of  trade  or  of  contracts  concern- 
ing the    sale  of  commodities.     The    regulation    of  the 
subject  of  fire  insurance,  and  the  prohibition  of  the  sale 
of  oleomargarine  made  in  imitation  of  yellow  butter,  and 
the  requirement  that  an  agreement  to  make  a  will  mast 
be  in  writing,  are  some  of  the  most  recent  instances  in 
Massachusetts  of  the  prohibition  or  regulation  of  contracts 
by  statute.     The  constitutionality  of  much  of  this  legis- 
lation never  has  been  questioned,  and  when  questioned  it 
generally  has  been  sustained. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  recently 
considered  the  constitutionality  of  the  act  of  Congress  of 
June  27, 1890,  making  it  a  misdemeanor  for  an  attorney 
to  receive  more  than  ten  dollars  for  prosecuting  a  claim 
for  a  pension,  and  has  decided  the  statute  to  be  constitu- 
tional. In  Frisbie  v.  United  States,  15  Sup.  Ct.  Rep. 
58(),  that  court  say:  *' While  it  may  be  conceded  that, 
generally  speaking,  among  the  inalienable  rights  of  the 
citizen  is  that  of  the  liberty  of  contract,  yet  such  liberty 
is  not  absolute  and  universal.     It  is  within  the  undoubtexi 
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power  of  government  to  restrain  some  individuals  from 
all  contracts,  as  well  as  all  individuals  from  some  con- 
tracts. It  may  deny  to  all  the  right  to  contract  for  the 
purchase  or  sale  of  lottery  tickets ;  to  the  minor  the  right 
to  assume  any  obligations,  except  for  the  necessaries  of 
existence ;  to  the  common  carrier  the  power  to  make  any 
contract  releasing  himself  from  negligence  ;  and,  indeed, 
may  restrain  all  engaged  in  any  employment  from  any 
contract  in  the  course  of  that  employment  which  is 
against  public  polic}'.  The  possession  of  this  power  by 
goveniment  in  no  manner  conflicts  with  the  proposition 
that,  generally  speaking,  every  citizen  has  a  right  freely 
to  contract  for  the  price  o^  his  labor,  services,  or  prop- 
erty."    (See  Wolcott  v.  Frissell,  134  Mass.  1.) 

In  Commonwealth  v.  Hamilton  Manuf.  Co.,  120  Mass. 
383,  the  coiirt  of  which  we  are  now  the  justices  decided 
that  the  Statute  of  1874,  c.  221,  was  constitutional.  The 
provision  which  it  was  contended  was  unconstitutional  was 
that  '*  No  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  no 
woman  over  that  age,  shall  be  employed  in  laboring  by 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  in  any  manufacturing 
establishment  in  this  Commonwealth,  more  than  ten  hours 
in  any  one  day,**  except  in  certain  cases ;  and  that  **  in 
no  case  shall  the  hours  of  labor  exceed  sixty  per  week." 
The  decision  of  the  case  did  not  turn  upon  the  fact  that 
the  defendant  was  a  corporation  of  this  Commonwealth, 
organized  under  St.  1824,  c.  44.  The  court  say  :  *'  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  such  legislation  may  be  maintained 
either  as  a  health  or  police  regulation  if  it  were  necessary 
to  resort  to  either  of  those  sources  for  power.  This 
principle  has  been  so  frequently  recognized  in  this  Com- 
monwealth that  reference  to  the  decisions  is  unnecessary." 

In  Commonwealth  v.  Perry,  155  Mass.  117,  the  Stat- 
ute of  1891,  c.  125,  §  1,  was  declared  unconstitutional 
by  a  majority  of  the  court.  The  principal  ground  of  the 
decision  is  that  the  statute  was  an  attempt  '*  to  compel 
payment  under  a  contract  of  the  price  for  good  work 
when  only  inferioi  work  is  done;"  and  it  is  said  that 
''The  right  to  acquire,  possess  and  protect  property  in- 
cludes the  right  to  make  reasonable  contracts,  which  shall 
be  under  the  protection  of  the  law  ; "  and  that,  if  the  stat- 
ute be  held  to  permit  the  hiring  of  weavers  **only  upon 
terms  that  prompt  payment  shall  be  made  of  the  price 
for  good  work,  however  badly  their  work  may  be  done. 
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and  that  the  remedy  of  the  employer  for  their  derelic- 
tions shall  be  only  by  suits  against  them  for  damages,  it 
is  an  interference  with  the  right  to  make  reasonable  and 
proper  contracts  in  conducting  a  legitimate  basiness,  which 
the  Constitution  guarantees  to  every  one,"  etc. 

The  decisions  of  various  courts  of  this  country  upon  the 
authority  of  the  Legislature  of  a  State  to  prescribe  rates 
for  transportation  by  railroad  companies,  and,  in  some 
instances,  for  the  use  of  elevators,  have  proceeded  on 
the  ground  that  these  were  public  employments ;  and  it 
is  implied  in  all  or  nearly  all  of  these  decisions  that  the 
Legislature  could  not  constitutionally  prescribe  the  rates 
of  compensation  to  be  paid  for  services  or  for  the  use 
of  property,  in  exclusively  private  employments. 

It  is  manifest,  however,  from  the  examples  we  have 
given,  that  the  regulation  of  contracts  by  statute  not 
amounting  to  a  determination  of  rates  or  prices  has  not 
been  confined  to  public  employments  or  to  business 
which  may  be  said  to  be  affected  with  a  distinct  public 
interest.  The  legislation  on  this  subject  relates  to  a  great 
variety  of  contracts,  and  has  been  passed,  some  of  it  to 
promote  the  public  health  or  the  public  morals  or  the  pub- 
lic convenience,  some  of  it  for  the  protection  of  individ- 
uals against  fraud,  and  some  of  it  for  the  protection  of 
classes  of  individuals  against  unfair  or  unconscionable 
dealing.  The  considerations  which  may  influence  the 
Legislature  to  determine  what  legislation  of  this  char- 
acter is  required  by  good  public  policy,  or,  in  the  words 
of  the  Constitution,  what  laws  are  '« for  the  good  and 
welfare  of  this  Commonwealth  and  for  the  government 
and  ordering  thereof,  and  of  the  subjects  of  the  same," 
are  not  for  us  to  weigh,  except  so  far  as  may  be 
necessary  to  determine  whether  the  legislation  proposed 
is  repugnant  or  contrary  to  the  Constitution.  The  leg- 
islation on  similar  subjects  in  Great  Britain  and  in 
other  foreign  countries  which  have  no  written  consti- 
tutions limiting  the  powers  of  the  Legislature  is  not 
in  all  respects  pertinent  to  the  present  inquiry;  but, 
considering  the  history  of  legislation  in  England  con- 
cerning servants  or  laborers  from  the  earliest  times,  and 
the  statutes  which  in  modern  times  have  been  passed  in 
several  foreign  countries  and  in  many  of  the  States  of  this 
country  regulating  the  employment  of  laborers  in  factories, 
we   cannot   say,   as  matter   of  law,  that  the   legislation 
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proposed  is  so  plainly  not  wholesome  or  reasonable  that 
the  General  Court  may  not  judge  it  to  be  for  the  good 
and  welfare  of  the  Commonwealth.  We  know  of  no 
reason  derived  from  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth 
or  of  the  United  States  why  there  must  be  a  distinction 
made  in  respect  to  such  legislation  between  corporations 
and  persons  engaged  in  manufacturing,  when  both  do  the 
same  kind  of  business.  The  existing  statutes  on  the  sub- 
ject relating  to  manufacturing  corporations  we  do  not 
regard  as  having  been  passed  necessarily  in  amendment 
of  their  charters.  They  relate  to  all  the  corporations 
described,  whether  there  is  any  power  reserved  in  the 
Legislature  to  amend  their  charters  or  not,  and  they 
do  not  purport  to  have  been  passed  for  the  purpose  of 
restricting  the  corporate  powers  of  the  corporations. 
Without  attempting  to  define  the  limits  of  the  power  of 
the  General  Court  in  Massachusetts  to  control  the  right 
of  its  inhabitants  to  make  contracts  generally,  we  cannot 
say  that  n  statute  requiring  manufacturers  to  pay  the  wages 
of  their  employees  weekly  is  not  one  which  the  General 
Court  has  the  constitutional  power  to  pass,  if  it  deems  it 
expedient  to  do  so.  We  have  not  examined  in  detail  the 
provisions  of  the  bill  referred  to  .in  the  inquiry,  or  con- 
sidered whether  the  bill  may  not  need  amendment  to 
make  its  meaning  clear;  but  the  question  submitted  we 
think  should  be  answered  in  the  affirmative.

Mr.  George  of  Haverhill  moved  to  amend  in  section  7 
by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  *' therein"  in  line  11, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  *'  But  no  town  or 
city  committee  or  caucus  officer  of  a  political  party  shall 
deprive  any  member  of  the  same  political  party  who 
comes  within  the  call  issued  by  the  State  committee 
representing  such  political  party  from  taking  part  or 
voting  in  such  caucus  or  caucuses  when  such  person  is 
duly  registered  as  a  legal  voter  according  to  law.  No 
political  committee  of  any  party  shall  deprive  any  voter 
from  taking  part  in  a  caucus  of  said  party  on  the  ground 
that  the  voter  had  supported  an  independent  candidate 
for  political  office,"*  which  amendment  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Osgood  of  North  Andover  moved  to  amend  in  sec- 
tion 12,  line  11,  by  striking  out  the  words  <<  half-past 
seven,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  **  eight," 
which  amendment  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  72  to  29. 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  in  section  13, 
line  3,  by  inserting,  after  the  word  **  caucus,"  the  words 
*'  unless  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  shall 
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determine  otherwise,  said  vote  to  betaken  not  earlier  than 
thirty  minutes  from  the  time  designated  in  the  call  for 
calling  the  caucus  to  order/'  which  amendment  was 
adopted  by  a  vote  of  59  to  31. 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  by  insertiog 
a  new  section,  to  be  numbered  section  18,  as  follows: 
**  Section  18.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply 
to  caucuses  held  in  towns  containing  less  than  ten  thou- 
sand inhabitants,  unless  the  same  are  accepted  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  voters  present  and  voting  at  a  meeting  specially 
called  for  the  purpose  by  the  respective  political  town 
committees,**  which  amendment  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of 
39  to  60. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Grover  of  Canton,  the  bill,  as  amended, 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  sale  and  inspection  of  milk 
(House,  No.  1007)  was  read  a  third  time. 

The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  reported 
recommending  the  substitution  of  a  bill  with  the  same 
title  (House,  No.  1151). 

Mr.  Harrington  of  Lunenburg  moved  to  amend  the 
bill  recommended  as  a  substitute  by  striking  out  section 
5  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new  sec- 
tion :  — 

**  Section  5.  Whenever  a  sample  of  milk  is  obtained  for 
inspection  by  taking,  purchase  or  otherwise,  the  result  of 
the  analysis  shall,  if  the  person  from  whom  the  sample  is 
obtained  so  requests,  be  reported  to  such  person  in  writ- 
ing as  soon  as  the  analysis  is  completed ;  and  if  the  inspec- 
tor obtaining  such  sample  fails  to  so  report  such  analysis 
he  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars.  No 
sample  which  is  found  upon  analysis  to  be  below  the 
standard  quality,  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  any  pros- 
ecution, unless  notice  of  the  result  of  the  analysis  is  given 
to  the  person  from  whom  the  sample  was  taken  within  ten 
days  from  the  time  of  taking  such  sample." 

Mr.  Brown  of  Webster  moved  that  the  bill  and  pending 
amendment  be  postponed  for  further  consideration  until  to- 
morrow, which  motion  was  lost. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  the  bill  recommended  by 
the  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading,  as  amended, 
was  substituted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to 
be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for  concurrence.

vote  of  45  to  21,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  ordered  to 
a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  50  to  24. 

The  Bill  authorizing  the  pensioning  of  members  of 
police  and  fire  departments  in  cities  (printed  as  Senate, 
No.  113)  was  read  a  second  time  and  considered. 

Pending  the  question  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third 
reading,  Mr.  George  H.  Newhall  of  Lynn  moved  to  amend 
by  the  substitution  of  a  *«Bill  relative  to  the  pensioning 
of  members  of  the  police  and  fire  departments  of  the  city 
of  Lynn"  (House,  No.  1079). 

Mr.  John  B.  Newhall  of  Lynn  moved  to  amend  by  the 
substitution  of  a  <<  Bill  authorizing  the  city  of  Lynn  to 
grant  pensions  to  the  families  of  firemen  and  policemen 
who  receive  fatal  injuries  while  on  duty."

No  {lerson  buying  or  selling  any  security 
or  commodity  shall  re-sell  the  same  until  after  he  has 
held  such  security  or  commodity  for  the  space  of  ten 
days,  and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  provided  in  sec- 
tion one. 

**  Sect,  11.  This  act  shall  apply  only  to  the  city  of 
Boston. 

^^Sect.  12.  This  act  shall  apply  to  all  contracts  for 
the  purchase  or  sale  of  lard,  wheat,  oil  and  all  other 
commodities." 

Mr.  Gallivan  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  sections  3  and  4. 
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Mr.  Higgins  of  Cambridge  moved  to  amend  in  section 
5  by  striking  out  the  words  ^*  and  options  for  the  pur- 
chase or  sale  thereof,"  in  the  5th  line,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  •*  but  not  contracts  of  purchase  or 
sale  thereof  for  future  delivery  or  option  for  the  purchase 
or  sale  thereof." 

Mr.  Bout  well  moved  to  amend  section  6  by  inserting 
the  word  *•  written"  before  the  word  "  demand  '*  in  the 
3d  line  thereof,  and  by  inserting  after  the  word  •«  sold" 
in  the  12th  line  the  words  '<  provided  said  written  demand 
be  so  made  within  ten  days  after  the  date  of  said  order," 
and  by  striking  out  the  word  '^  reasonable"  in  the  14th 
line  and  inserting  in  place  of  same  the  word  •*  such." 

After  debate,  Mr.  Shea  of  Cambridge  moved  the  previ- 
ous question.     Pending  this  motion,  the  House,  —

Mr,  Hayes  of  Lowell  moved  to  amend  in  section  16, 

line  23,  by   inserting,  after  the  word  "  whenever,"  the 

words  "  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,*' 

which  amendment  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  85  to  27. 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  in  section 

17,  line  9,  by  striking  out  the  words  **  three  years,"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the .  words  "  one  year,"  which 
amendment  was  adopted. 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  in  section 

18,  lines  7,  8  and  9,  by  striking  out  the  words  *'  and  the 
number  of  meetings  called  for  the  purpose  of  this  accept- 
ance shall  not  exceed  three  in  any  one  year,"  which  amend- 
ment was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  37  to  84. 

After  debate,  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be 
engrossed  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Massachusetts  Ship  Canal 
Company  (House,  No.  1226)  was  considered,  the  ques- 
tion being  on  ordering  it  to  a  third  reading. 

Mr.  Foss  of  Cottage  City  moved  to  amend  by  inserting 
two  new  sections,  as  follows  :  — 

^^ Section  23.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  null 
and  void  unless  the  aforesaid  corporation  deposits  with 
the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars  within  six  months  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  which  sum  shall  be  forfeited  to 
the  Commonwealth  unless  the  work  of  construction  is 
commenced  within  one  year  [A]  of  the  passage  of  this 
act.  Said  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  refunded  to  said  corporation  when  said  canal  is  in 
operation  [B]. 

**  Section  24,  All  issue  of  stock  and  bonds  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  approval  and  cer-* 
tification  by  the  joint  board  provided  for  in  section  eight 
of  this  act  in  the  manner  provided  in  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-four  relative  to  the  issue  of  stock  and 
bonds  by  railroad  and  street  railway  companies." 

Mr.  Hathaway  of  Brockton  moved  to  amend  the  amend- 
ment at  **  A"  by  inserting  the  words  **and  completed 
within  five  years,"  which  amendment  was  adopted  by  a 
vote  of  55  to  43. 
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The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  the  amend- 
ment at  "B"  by  inserting  the  words  **  if  not  forfeited 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,"  which  amendment 
was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  63  to  38. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Bailey  of  Arlington,  the  amendment 
moved  by  Mr.  Foss,  as  amended,  was  adopted  by  a  vote 
of  65  to  48,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 

The  Bill  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  to 
women  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  (House,  No.  494) 
was  considered,  and  after  debate,  its  rejection,  as  rec- 
ommended by  the  committee  on  the  Liquor  Law,  was 
negatived  by  a  vote  of  32  to  80,  and  it  was  placed  in  the 
orders  of  the  day  for  to-morrow  for  a  second  reading. 

The  Bill  providing  that  men  who  served  in  the  United 
States  army  or  navy  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  and 
were  honorably  discharged  therefrom,  shall  be  given  pref- 
erence in  employment  in  the  public  service  of  the  Com- 
monwealth and  the  cities  thereof,  and  shall  not  be  dis- 
charged or  suspended  from  such  service  except  for  cause 
and  after  hearing  (House,  No.  1235)  (its  title  having  been 
changed  by  the  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Keading), 
was  considered,  the  question  being  on  passing  it  to  be 
engrossed. 

Mr.  Lowell  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out 
section  2,  which  amendment  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  31 
to  77. 

The  same  gentleman  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out 
section  3,  which  amendment  was  rejected. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  or- 
dered, on  motion  of  Mr.  Phelps  of  North  Adams,  the  bill 
was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  extension  of  Beverly  street  in 
•the  city  of  Boston  (Senate,  No.  246)  was  passed  to  be 
engrossed,  in  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  authorize  the  Newton  and  Boston  Street 
Railway  Company  to  lease  or  purchase  the  property  of 
the  Newtonville  and  Watertown  Street  Railway  Company 
(House,  No.  1141)  was  read  a  third  time,  amended,  oo 
motion  of  Mr.  Myers  of  Cambridge,  by  the  substitution 
of  a  *«Bill  to  authorize  the  Newton  and  Boston  Street 
Railway  Company  to  lease  or  purchase  the  Newtonville 
and  Watertown  Street  Railway"  (House,  No.  1236), and, 
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as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for 
concurrence. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  County  Estimates,  ref- 
erence to  the  next  General  Court,  on  the  petition  (with 
accompanying  bill.  House,  No.  855)  of  Warren  F.  Spald- 
ing for  legislation  limiting  the  expenditure  of  money 
collected  for  county  taxes,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Dallinger  of  Cambridge  moved  to  amend  by  the  sub- 
stitution of  a  "  Bill  relative  to  the  expenditure  of  money 
by  counties"  (House,  No.  1216),  which  was  read,  and 
after  debate  was  substituted  and  placed  in  the  orders  of 
the  day  for  to-morrow  for  a  second  reading. 

The  Bill  to  provide  for  alterations  in  the  buildings  of 
the  jail  and  house  of  correction  of  Norfolk  County  (House, 
No.  1009)  was  read  a  second  time  and  considered. 

Pending  the  question  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third 
reading,  Mr.  Grover  of  Canton  moved  that  it  be  referred 
to  the  next  General  Court. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  or- 
dered, on  motion  of  Mr.  Bailey  of  Arlington,  the  House 
refused  to  order  the  bill  to  a  third  reading.

Pending  the  question  on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed, 
in  concurrence,  Mr.  Weston  of  Boston  moved  to  amend 
by  the  substitution  of  a  "  Bill  relating  to  thefen-ies  in  the 
city  of  Boston,"  which  was  read. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Stanley  of  New  Bedford,  the  House 
refused  to  substitute  the  bill  moved  by  Mr.  Weston,  and 
the  bill  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence.

Mr.  Roberts  of  Chelsea  moved  to  amend  by  the  substi- 
tution of  a  <<  Bill  relative  to  the  joint  use  of  street  railway 
tracks"  (House,  No.  1255^).

All  the  women  in  this  Commonwealth  who 
are  twenty-one  years  or  more  of  age  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  yes  or  no  on  the  following  question  :  •  Is  it  expedient 
that  municipal  suffrage  be  granted  to  women?'  No  regis- 
tration shall  be  required  of  women  voting  on  this  ques- 
tion, but  each  woman  voting  shall  write  her  name  on  the 
face  of  said  ballot  before  it  shall  be  received  by  the  in- 
spectors." 

After  debate  the  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Horan  was 
rejected  by  a  vote  of  20  to  60. 

The  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  St.  John  was  rejected. 

On  the  question  on  passing  the  bill  to  be  engrossed  the 
yeas  and  nays  were  ordered,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Horan, 
and  the  roll  being  called  the  bill  was  passed  to  be  en-

After  debate  the  amendment  was  rejected,  and  the  bill 
was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence. 

The  Bill  relative  to  the  construction  of  subways  in  the 
city  of  Boston  (House,  No.  1090)  was  considered,  the 
question  being  on  passing  it  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Jones  of  Melrose  moved  to  amend  in  section  3  by 
striking  out,  at  the  end  of  the  amendment  previously 
inserted  by  the  House,  the  words  **  limit  of  the  malls," 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  *' present  limit 
of  said  malls,"  which  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the 
bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up 
for  concurrence.  Rule  15  was  suspended,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Jones.

Mr.  Hibbard  of  Hoston  moved  to  amend  in  section  2, 
line  8,  by  inserting  the  word  **  without"  in  place  of  the 
words  ''subject  to." 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  by  inserting 
a  new  section,  to  be  numbered  23,  as  follows:  ^^ Section 
23,  The  board  of  survey  of  the  city  of  Boston  is  hereby 
abolished,  and  the  powers  and  duties  now  exercised  by  the 
said  board  of  survey  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  board 
of  street  commissioners." 

Mr,  Mulvey  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  inserting  a 
new  section,  to  be  numbered  section  2,  as  follows: 
"  Section  2.  The  board  of  aldennen  of  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton shall  consist  of  twelve  members,  elected  annually. 
Each  political  party  shall  place  in  nomination  twelve  can- 
didates for  said  board  of  aldermen.  No  voter  shall  vote 
for  more  than  seven  aldeimen  on  one  ballot,  and  the  twelve 
having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared 
elected.     All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  a  new  election." 

Mr.  Bates  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  2,  line 
2,  by  striking  out  the  words  "the  water  department;" 
also  by  striking  out  sections  12  and  13. 

Mr.  Shea  of  Cambridge  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at 
the  end  of  section  10  the  words :  — 

"  In  case  of  any  complaint  against  any  member  or  oflScer 
of  the  department  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  laws,  rules 
or  regulations  of  said  department  such  oflScer  or  member 
shall  have  the  right  to  a  public  trial  and  be  represented  by 
counsel  if  he  so  desires  ;  and  be  it  further  provided ^  that 
whenever  an  oflScer  shall  be  reduced  from  his  grade  or 
an  oflScer  or  member  shall  be  discharged  by  the  commis- 
sioner, such  oflScer  or  member  may  appeal  to  a  board  of 
review,  to  consist  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men, the  president  of  the  common  council  »nd  the  cor- 
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poration  counsel  of  saidf  city,  who  shall  have  .the  power  to 
review  the  charges  against  such  officer  or  member ;  and  a 
majority  of  such  board  may  reverse  the  judgment  of  said 
commissioner  or  render  such  other  penalty  as  they  may 
deem  proper." 

Mr.  Rourke  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at 
the  end  of  section  16  the  words  ^^  provided^  however ^  that 
in  any  case  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioner 
requires  immediate  action  said  commissioner  shall  have 
power  to  discharge  or  release  without  the  approval  of  said 
justices." 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  by  adding  a 
new  section,  to  be  numbered  section  29,  as  follows :  — 

«'  Section  29.  This  act,  so  far  as  it  provides  for  the 
appointment  of  officers  to  have  charge  of  the  election 
department  created  by  this  act,  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage  ;  and  this  act,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  all  other  por- 
tions of  this  act,  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  a 
majority  of  the  voters  of  said  city,  voting  at  the  annual 
municipal  election  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-five." 

Mr.  Horan  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  27, 
line  5,  by  striking  out  the  words  •'  may  be  appointed  to 
positions  in  any  department  of  said  city,"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  *'  shall  each  be  appointed  to  a 
position  requiring  such  work  as  he  had  performed  as  an 
officer  or  employee  of  such  department ; "  also  by  adding 
at  the  end  of  section  27  the  words  *•  where  vacancies  are 
caused  by  the  enactment  of  this  law." 

Mr.  Spalding  of  Cambridge  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  section  16  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing:— 

''  Section  16.  The  institutions  commissioner  shall  have 
all  the  powers  which  are  now  possessed  by  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  public  institutions  relative  to  the  release 
of  persons  now  confined  in  or  hereafter  committed  to  any 
of  the  institutions  under  his  charge,  and  to  their  return 
to  such  institutions,  and  all  laws  in  relation  to  such  dis- 
charge and  return  shall  apply  in  case  of  any  person  re- 
leased as  aforesaid :  provided^  however,  that  no  person 
shall  be  released  without  the  approval  of  a  justice  of  the 
court  which  imposed  the  sentence." 

Mr.  Mitchell  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  section  26  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  tixe  follow- 
ing:— 
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*  *  Section  26,  The  board  of  police  for  the  city  of  Boston 
shall  have  charge  and  control  of  the  present  members  of 
the  park  police  of  said  city,  of  the  officers  appointed  as 
department  police  for  the  Faneuil  Hall  markets,  and  of 
the  police  now  employed  by  the  Boston  water  board 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Boston,  and  they  shall  be 
considered  as  regular  police  officers  of  said  city.  Said 
board  shall  hereafter  appoint  and  have  charge  of  all  police 
for  service  in  the  parks,  markets  and  grounds  in  said 
city  used  for  purposes  of  its  water  supply,  and  of  all 
other  department  police  of  said  city,  the  same  as  all  other 
regular  police  officers  of  said  city.  The*  age  of  any  ap- 
plicant for  appointment  on  the  park  police  or  grounds 
used  in  said  city  for  purposes  of  its  water  supply  shall 
constitute  no  disqualification  if  such  applicant  is  an  hon- 
orably discharged  veteran  who  served  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion, 
and  is  otherwise  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  said 
position." 

Mr.  Creed  of  Boston  moved  that  the  bill  be  referred  to 
the  next  General  Court. 

After  debate,  the  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Geary  to 
section  1  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  24  to  81. 

The  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Mulvey  was  rejected.

Said  secretary  shall  certify  to 
the  governor  the  result  of  such  vote,  who  shall  make  proc- 
lamation thereof. 

'*  Section  32,  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage 
so  far  as  to  permit  the  submission  of  the  question  of  its 
acceptance  to  the  voters ;  but  shall  not  otherwise  take 
effect  unless  accepted  as  above  provided."

Veto  Message  from  the  Oovemor. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor :  — 

COMMONWBALTH   OF  Ma88ACHU8BTT8, 

BxBCUTiTB  Departmbnt,  Bobton,  May  22,  1886. 
To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentalives, 

I  return  without  my  approval  the  act  entitled  **  An  Act  JJim  th«  oot- 
to  establish  a  board  of  police  for  the  city  of  Wobum,"  ^^am -^^' 
being  House  Bill  No.  1033,  assigning  for  such  action  the  board^'pouoe. 
following  reasons :  — 

The  city  of  Woburn  has  a  population  of  less  than  15,000, 
with  a  police  force  of  not  more  than  ten  regular  officers, 
and  with  thirteen  liquor  licenses.  There  is  no  evidence 
that  the  laws  are  not  fairly  well  enforced  or  that  the 
affairs  of  the  municipality  are  not  reasonably  well  admin- 
istered. The  police  appear  to  be  diligent  and  free  from 
corrupting  influences ;  the  finances  of  the  city  have  been 
carefully  and  wisely  managed,  and  the  whole  conduct  of 
public  affairs  has  been  marked  by  a  spirit  of  good  citizen- 
ship singularly  free  from  narrow  political  prejudices.  The 
present  license  commission  appears  to  be  performing  the 
task,  always  difficult  in  all  communities,  of  distributing  and 
regulating  liquor  licenses,  as  well  as  the  circumstances  of 
the  case  permit,  and  without  any  imputation  of  fraud  or 
injustice ;  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  with  other  local 
authorities,  merit  the  trust  and  confidence  of  the  com- 
munity in  securing  a  just  and  equal  administration  of  the 
law.  It  does  not  seem  necessary,  either  for  the  protection 
of  the  rights  of  citizens  in  person  or  property,  or  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  laws,  that  this  enterprising  young  city 
should  be  placed  under  the  special  guardianship  of  the 
Commonwealth.  It  is  fully  able  to  take  care  of  itself.  I 
therefore  return  the  proposed  act  without  approval.

of  by  such  mayor  or  board  of  police,  and  which  bond  shall 
t)e  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
and  obligations  pertaining  to  the  business  so  licensed," 
which  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  in  section  3  all  after  the  word  *<  them,"  in  line  4,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  "  but  no  pawn- 
broker shall  hereafter  ask,  demand  or  receive  any  gi-eater 
rate  of  interest  than  three  per  cent,  per  month,  or  any 
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fraction  of  a  month,  upon  any  loan  not  exceeding  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  more  than  two  per  cent,  per 
month  on  any  loan  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,"  which  amendment  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  32 
to  52. 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at 
the  end  of  section  5  the  words  '*  If  any  person  shall  be  ag- 
grieved by  the  conduct  of  any  such  licensed  pawnbroker 
and  shall  recover  judgment  against  him  therefor,  such 
person  may,  after  the  return  unsatisfied,  either  in  whole 
or  in  part,  of  any  execution  issued  upon  said  judgment, 
maintain  an  action  in  his  own  name  upon  the  bond  of  said 
pawnbroker  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  of  the 
amount  claimed :  provided ^  such  court  shall,  upon  applica- 
tion made  for  the  purpose,  grant  such  leave  to  prose- 
cute," which  amendment  was  rejected. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been 
ordered,  on  motion  of  Mr.  McCarthy  of  Boston,  the  bill, 
as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engi*ossed  and  sent  up  for 
concurrence.

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at 
the  end  of  section  14  the  words  **  the  words  real  estate  as 
used  in  this  section  shall  include  rights,  and  in  the  case  of 
mills,  all  machinery  thereon,"  which  amendment  was 
adopted. 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  sections  16  and  17,  and  inserting  a  new  section,  to  be 
numbered  section  16. 

Mr.  Greenwood  of  Ashland  moved  to  amend  this 
amendment,  in  line  9,  by  inserting,  after  the  word 
**  thereof,"  the  following ;  — 
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<*  Upon  the  petition  of  the  selectmen  of  any  town, 
claiming  damages  heretofore  or  hereafter,  occasioned  by 
the  taking  of  property  in  any  such  said  town,  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  Boston  Water  Supply  System,  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  or  any  justice  thereof,  shall  appoint  a  com- 
mission of  three  disinterested  persons,  who  shall  decide 
what  sum  should  be  awarded  to  any  such  said  town  in 
compensation  for  said  damages,  and  the  award  of  said 
commission  when  accepted  by  said  court  or  justice  shall 
be  binding  upon  all  parties,  and  said  city  of  Boston  shall 
forthwith  upon  the  determination  of  said  damages  pay  the 
amount  so  awarded  to  any  such  said  town,  and  said  city 
shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth 
in  the  manner  provided  by  this  section  for  the  amount  of 
the  damages  paid  to  any  such  said  town." 
Point  of  order.  q^^  ^j^^  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Greenwood,  Mr. 
Jones  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  amendment  was 
beyond  the  scope  of  the  bill.  The  Speaker  ruled  that  the 
bill  was  before  the  House  reported  on  the  report  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  on  the  Metropolitan  water  supply 
and  upon  the  language  of  the  Governor's  address  relating 
to  the  same  subject;  that  this  amendment  would  make 
the  Metropolitan  water  supply  district  —  which  is  entirely 
distinct  from  the  city  of  Boston  —  pay  cei-tain  damages 
which  have  been  caused  in  the  past  by  certain  takings  by 
the  city  of  Boston  solely,  and  that,  therefore,  the- amend- 
ment was  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Jones  moved  to  further  amend  in  section  20  by 
striking  out  lines  8  and  9  and  all  of  line  10  before  the 
word  **and,"  also  by  striking  out  line  15  and  the  words 
**  except  that"  in  line  16,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  ^^ provided^  however;^  also  in  lines  23  and  24 
by  striking  out  the  words  **  which  own  their  respective 
water-pipe  systems ; "  also  in  line  30,  after  the  word 
**  sources,"  by  inserting  the  words  '*or  has  not  made 
application  for  water ; "  also  in  line  30  by  inserting  the 
word  «*and"  before  the  word  ''provided,"  and  also  in 
lines  30  and  31  by  striking  out  the  word  '*  however,"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  *'  further,"  which 
amendments  were  severally  adopted. 

The  same  gentleman  further  moved  to  amend  as  fol- 
lows :  In  section  20,  line  33,  after  the  word  '*  works,' 
insert  the  words  "  or  receives  a  supply  from  a  water  com- 
pany;" in  line  36  strikeout  the  words  «*from  its  own 
works ; "  strike  out  all   of  said   section   after  the  word 
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**  apportioned  "  in  line  42  and  before  the  word  **  said  ^  in 
line  55,  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  <<  and  the 
sums  of  money  expended  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  un- 
der chapter  459  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1893  and  chapter 
4  of  the  Resolves  of  the  year  1895,  and  in  the  succeeding 
years  the  said  amount  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars 
and  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  additional  for  each  year 
thereafter  shall  be  so  apportioned  until  the  entire  amount 
required  as  aforesaid  is  reached,  and  thereafter  such  entire 
amount  shall  be  so  apportioned,"  which  amendments  were 
severally  adopted. 

The  same  gentleman  further  moved  to  amend  by  strik- 
ing out  section  32  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing :  ^^  Section  32.  In  the  construction  of  these  works 
preference  in  employment  shall  be  given  to  citizens  of 
Massachusetts,"  which  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  William  J.Donovan  of  Boston,  moved  to  amend  in 
section  1,  lines  19, 20  and  21,  by  striking  out  the  words  *<  one 
of  said  commissioners  shall  be  always  a  citizen  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  one  shall  be  always  a  citizen  of  one  of  the  other 
cities  or  towns,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
<<  Two  of  said  commissioners  shall  be  citizens  of  cities  and 
towns  included,"  which  amendment  was  rejected  by  a  vote 
of  28  to  62. 

The  same  geiltleman  also  moved  to  amend  as  follows : 
In  section  3,  line  10,  strike  out  <* Boston;"  in  section  4 
strike  out  so  much  as  relates  to  Chestnut  Hill  reservoir, 
to  wit,  from  and  including  the  word  **  all,"  in  line  34,  to 
and  including  the  word  ''also,"  in  line  48;  in  section 
6  strike  out  from  and  including  the  word  ''  shall,"  in 
line  4,  to  and  including  the  word  **  reservoir,"  in  line  9  ; 
strike  out  section  7 ;  in  section  10,  line  4,  strike  out  the 
words  *'  from  the  city  of  Boston ; "  also  in  lines  7,  8  and 
9  strike  out  the  words  ''  and  until  they  abandon  the 
same  by  notice  in  writing  to  said  city,  said  Chestnut  Hill 
reservoir ; "  in  section  20  strike  out  all  from  and  includ- 
ing the  word  **  city,"  in  line  1 1 ,  to  and  including  the  word 
*«  other,"  in  line  22  ;  insert  after  section  32  the  following 
new  section:  «*  Section  33.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to 
the  city  of  Boston,  and  no  part  of  the  expense  incurred 
under  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  said 
city,"  which  amendments  were  severally  rejected. 

Mr.  Collins  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  1  by 
striking  out  all  after  the  word  "  otherwise,"  in  line  19, 
down  to  and  including  the  word  ''  district,"  in  line  24, 
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and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  **Two  of  said 
commissioners  shall  always  be  citizens  and  voters  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  and  one  a  citizen  and  voter  of  a  city  or 
town  in  the  water  district  hereinafter  described,"  which 
amendment  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Flint  of  Wakefield  moved  to  amend  in  section  3, 
line  12,  by  striking  out  the  word  **  Wakefield,**  which 
amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Grover  of  Canton  moved  to  amend  in  section  6, 
line  33,  by  inserting,  after  the  word  **  determine,"  the 
words  ^*  and  the  railroad  company  may,  if  it  desires,  locate 
its  lines  over  any  lands  so  conveyed  to  it,  and  when  said 
new  lines  of  railroad  are  completed  the  railroad  company 
may  discontinue  the  operation  of  the  portions  of  its  ex- 
isting lines  for  which  the  new  lines  are  substituted  and 
may  maintain  and  operate  said  new  lines  of  railroad," 
which  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Bancroft  of  Clinton  moved  to  amend  in  section  14, 
line  3,  by  inserting,  after  the  word  *'  river,"  the  words 
**  or  the  owner  of  any  land  entered  upon  and  used ; "  also 
in  line  50  by  inserting,  after  the  word  '*  taking,"  the 
words  <*  or  use  ; "  also,  in  section  15,  line  17,  by  inserting, 
after  the  word  •*  domain,"  the  words  **  or  entered  upon," 
which  amendments  were  severally  adopted. 

Mr.  Light  of  Hyde  Park  moved  to  amend  in  section  14, 
line  23,  by  striking  out,  after  the  word  **  the,"  the  words 
*<  filing  in  the  registry  aforesaid  of  the,"  which  amend- 
ment was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  83  to  0. 

The  same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  in  section  19, 
line  30,  by  inserting,  jifter  the  word  **  sources,"  the  words 
«*  or  of  the  sources  of  supply  of  the  water  company  by 
which  a  town  is  supplied,*'  which  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Rourke  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  as  follows :  — 

Strike  out  section  33  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the 
following :  — 

^^  Section  33.  At  the  annual  State  election  in  the  pres- 
ent year  the  question  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  legal  voters  of  the  cities  and  towns  named 
in  section  3  of  this  act.  If  a  majority  of  said  cities  and 
towns  vote,  by  a  majority  vote,  to  accept  this  act,  then 
this  act  shall  tjike  effect  on  the  first  day  of  December  fol- 
lowing ;  otherwise  it  shall  be  null  and  void.  The  result 
of  the  vote  upon  said  question  to  each  of  said  cities  and 
towns  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the   Com- 
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mon  wealth  by  the  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  re* 
turns  of  votes  for  State  officers.  Said  Secretary  shall 
certify  to  the  Governor  the  result  of  such  vote,  who  shall 
make  proclamation  thereof. 

*'  Section  34.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage 
so  far  as  to  permit  the  submission  of  the  question  of  its 
acceptance  to  the  voters;  but  shall  not  otherwise  take 
effect  unless  accepted  as  above  provided." 

The  amendment  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  43  to  72. 
Mr.  Thomas  F.  Eeenan  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by 
striking  out  section  33  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following :  — 

•<  Section  33,  At  the  annual  State  election  in  the 
present  year  the  question  of  the  acceptance  of  this 
act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  legal  voters  of  the  city 
of  Boston  and  of  each  city  and  town  any  part  of 
whose  territory  lies  within  ten  miles  of  the  boun- 
daries of  said  city.  If  a  majority  of  said  cities  and 
towns  vote,  by  a  majority  vote,  to  accept  this  act,  then 
this  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  December  fol- 
lowing ;  otherwise  it  shall  be  null  and  void.  The  result 
of  the  vote  upon  said  question  to  each  of  said  cities  and 
towns  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth by  the  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  returns 
of  votes  for  State  officers.  Said  Secretary  shall  certify  to 
the  Governor  the  result  of  such  vote,  who  shall  make  proc- 
lamation thereof. 

<<  Section  34.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage 
so  far  as  to  permit  the  submission  of  the  question  of  its 
acceptance  to  the  voters;  but  shall  not  otherwise  take 
effect  unless  accepted  as  above  provided." 

On  this  amendment  the  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered,  at 
the  request  of  Mr.  Eeenan,  and  the  roll  being  called,  the 
amendment  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  55  yeas  to  96  nays,

Mr.  Krebs  of  Boston  moved  that  the  bill  be  referred  to 
the  next  General  Court,  which  motion  was  lost  by  a  vote 
of  48  to  92. 

The  question  was  then  put  on  passing  the  bill,  as 
amended,  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Geary  of  Boston  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  Poim  of  ord«r. 
question  should  not  be  put  at  this  time  on  passing  the  bill 
to  be  engrossed,  but  that  under  House  Rule  62  it  should 
be  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  to-morrow. 

The  Speaker  stated  that  the  amendments  adopted  did 
not  change  the  general  character  of  the  bill  so  far  as  to 
make  the  bill  come  within  the  provisions  of  Rule  62,  and 
therefore  declared  the  point  of  order  not  well  taken.

Resolved y  That  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  receives  with  profound  sorrow  and  re- 
gret the  sad  intelligence  communicated  by  His  Fxcellency 
the  Governor  of  the  death  in  Washington  of  the  Honor- 
able William  Cogswell,  Representative  in  the  national 
Congress  from  the  sixth  Massachusetts  district. 

Resolved^  That  in  the  loss  of  General  Cogswell 
Massachusetts  and  the  nation  have  lost  one  worthy  of 
every  token  of  honor  and  respect,  —  one  whose  life  was 
literally  spent  in  the  service  of  his  country.  As  a  soldier 
he  manifested  a  loyal  and  patriotic  devotion  to  his 
country  by  raising. the  first  volunteer  company  for  the 
late  war,  and  bis  able,  efficient  and  continuous  service 
throughout  the  entire  conflict  resulted  in  a  deserved  pro- 
motion on  the  field  to  the  rank  of  brigadier-general.  As 
a  statesman  he  reflected  great  credit  upon  city.  State  and 
nation,  and  was  excelled  by  none  in  diligent  and  eflfective 
public  service  and  in  faithful  and  fearless  performance  of 
public  duty.  He  possessed  unsurpassed  sagacity  and 
steadiness  of  purpose,  energy  and  wisdom,  and  a  marvel- 
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lous  strength  of  character.  Oeneral  Cogswell  departed 
this  life  having  won  to  a  marked  degree  the  confidence, 
admiration  and  affection  of  his  constituents  and  of  all  who 
were  privileged  to  have  any  relations  with  him,  together 
with  the  esteem  of  his  associates  in  Congress.  Havrng 
devoted  his  life  to  duty,  death  found  him  crowned  with 
the  highest  honors  his  district  could  bestow,  with  a 
national  renown  and  possessing  the  deepest  regard  of  all 
people. 

Resolvedy  That  in  this  tribute  to  General  William 
Cogswell  the  Commonwealth  honors  the  memory  of  an 
eminent  citizen,  a  brave  soldier  and  an  able  statesman.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Slade  of  Fall  River,  the  rules  were 
suspended,  and  the  resolve  was  read  a  secoad  and  a  third 
time,  and  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for 
concurrence. 

Reports  of  Committees. 

By  Mr.  Dallinger  of  Cambridge,  from  the  committee 
on  (bounty  Estimates,  that  the  Senate  Bill  to  establish  the 
salaries  of  the  justice  and  clerk  of  the  police  court  of 
Somerville  (Senate,  No.  213)  ought  to  pass,  with  the 
following  amendments :  — 

Strike  out  section  1  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing :  '*  Section  1.

B}'^  the  same  gentleman,  from  the  same  committee,  that 
the  Senate  Bill  establishing  the  salaries  of  registers  and 
assistant  registers  of  deeds,  and  providing  for  the  payment 
of  fees,  received  by  them,  to  the  several  counties  (Senate, 
No.  321),  ought  to  pass,  with  the  following  amendment : — 

Strike  out  sections  2  and  3  and  insert  in  place  thereof 
the  following  :  "  Section  2,  Registers  of  deeds  shall  be 
allowed  for  assistant  registers  where  no  salary  is  fixed  by 
this  act  and  for  clerical  assistance  upon  their  sworn  certifi- 
cates filed  with  the  county  treasurer  that  the  work  was 
actually  performed  and  was  necessary,  with  the  amount 
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of  such  work  or  the  time  occupied  and  the  names  of  the 
persons  by  whom  the  work  was  performed,  such  sums  as 
are  designated  in  said  certificate.  Said  sums  shall  be  paid 
from  the  county  treasury  to  the  person  or  persons  em- 
ployed. 

*'  Section  3.  Each  register  of  deeds  in  the  several 
counties  shall  keep  a  cash  book  which  shall  be  county

Veto  Message  Jram  the  Chvemor. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excel-

I  return  without  approval  Senate  Bill  No.  317,  en- 
titled *'An  act  relative  to  the  preference  of  veterans 
for  employment  in  the  public  service,"  and  assign  the 
following  reasons  therefor :  — 

The  language  of  the  proposed  act  is  somewhat  ambign- 
ous,  and  the  provisions  do  not  seem  to  be  barmonioas. 
Section  1  provides  for  the  preference  of  veterans  who 
have  been  examined  and  found  qualified,  and  apparently 
without  regard  to  the  age  limit. 

Section  2  provides  for  the  absolute  preference  of 
veterans  to  all  other  applicants,  except  women ;  it  further 
{)ermit3  the  age  limit  to  be  disregarded,  and  a  civil  ser- 
vice rule  which  may  be  modified  at  any  time  is  thus  modi- 
fied or  controlled  by  statute. 

It  would  seem  as  if  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  applications 
would  be  made  under  section  2,  where  no  examination 
is  necessary. 

Section  3  apparently  is  intended  to  emphasize  section  1. 

Section  4  provides  that  within  five  days  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  shall,  after  any  examination  or  cer- 
tification of  candidates,  cause  a  list  of  the  names  of  those 
examined  to  be  prepared,  with  the  standing  attained,  and 
said  list  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  from  10  a.m.  to 
2  P.M.  I  am  informed  that  it  will  be  scarcely  possible  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section  in  so  short  a 
time  as  five  days. 

Section  5  provides  penalties  for  violations  of  the  law. 

Section  6  provides  that  **The  word  « application '  as 
used  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  mean  a  petition  for 
employment,  containing  a  sworn  statement  by  the  appli- 
cant that  he  is  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  posi- 
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tion  which  he  seeks,  and  accompanied  by  certificates  from 
three  citizens  of  good  repute  in  the  community  stating 
that  they  know  said  applicant  to  be  fully  competent  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  position  sought." 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  citizens  who  are  to  furnish 
certificates  of  the  applicant's  fitness  are  not  required  to 
make  oath  to  their  statements,  while  the  applicant  him- 
self is. 

The  reason  of  this  distinction  does  not  seem  cleai,  but 
it  is  plain  that  the  power  of  selection  and  appointment  are 
given  to  the  applicant  and  "  three  citizens  of  good  repute  " 
and  taken  away  from  the  magistrates  chosen  or  appointed 
to  perform  this  responsible  duty. 

This  section  also  defines  '*  veteran"  as  a  "  person  who 
served  in  the  United  States  army  or  navy  during  the  war 
of  the  rebellion,  and  was  honorably  discharged  there- 
from," thus  excluding  from  the  benefits  of  the  act  the  men 
who  served  under  Custer  or  in  any  Indian  warfare,  who 
are  included  in  the  civil  service  act  and  existing  rules. 

In  view  of  these  proposed  radical  alterations  in  the 
existing  law,  the  following  considerations  are  oflfered  as 
bearing  on  the  question  involved  :  — 

In  administering  the  public  service,  the  authorities  are, 
by  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution  and  the  laws,  bound  to 
obtain  the  best  service  possible.  Any  attempt  to  so  limit 
and  hamper  the  appointing  authority  as  to  prevent  the 
best  possible  selection  for  the  performance  of  a  public 
duty  is  an  injury  done  to  the  Commonwealth  and  to  the 
people.  It  is  the  duty,  and  should  be  the  aim,  of  every 
magistrate  to  secure  to  the  Commonwealth  as  perfect  a 
public  service  as  can  be  obtained ;  and  if  the  administra- 
tion of  the  public  service  is  confused  by  eflTorts  to  turn  it 
into  a  system  of  bounty  or  reward,  instead  of  qualifica- 
tion and  merit,  such  a  duty  is  made  impossible  of  perform- 
ance, and  such  a  laudable  aim  is  defeated.  Under 
existing  law,  the  veteran  may  without  examination  be 
placed  upon  the  qualified  list,  and  has  preference  over 
others  equally  qualified. 

With  these  provisions,  preference  may  now  be  given  to 
the  veteran,  while  at  the  same  time  the  principles  of 
good  administration  of  the  public  service  are  not  violated  ; 
and  the  large  number  of  appointments  of  veterans  will 
serve  to  prove  that  in  Stale,  county,  town  and  in  all  de- 
partments, the  authorities  have,  wherever  the  public  inter- 
est permitted,  given  preference  to  the  veteran. 
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Since  1885,  when  the  civil  service  rules  went  into 
effect,  nearly  twenty-seven  per  cent,  of  all  appointments 
and  promotions  (excluding  positions  held  by  women  or 
where  the  age  limit  governs)  have  been  of  veterans.  The 
gratitude  and  respect  felt  towards  the  veteran  seldom  fail 
to  manifest  themselves  wherever  opportunity  offers. 

Massachusetts  has  gained  renown  by  her  system  of  civil 
service  reform ;  that  system  has  been  copied  by  other 
States,  and  its  rules  and  regulations  obtain  wider  imita- 
tion every  day.  Massachusetts  was  the  first  to  apply  the 
system  to  the  day  laborer.  President  Harrison  and  Sec- 
retary Tracy  adopted  the  principle  and  applied  it  to  the 
navy  yards  of  the  country. 

The  proposed  act  will  be  a  severe  blow  to  this  system, 
and  is  not  in  the  true  interest  of  the  veteran.  The  prin- 
ciple has  been  tried  and  approved ;  it  has  benefited  the 
cause  of  free  government  much,  and  will  produce  greater 
results  in  the  future. 

The  veteran  will  not  destroy  any  system  which  makes 
for  the  good  of  his  country  and  State,  which  tends  to 
preserve  the  safety  and  to  enhance  the  glory  of  the  Ke- 
public  which  he  preserved. 

I  earnestly  beg  you  to  take  this  important  subject  once 
more  into  your  most  serious  consideration.

The  motion  of  Mr.  Roe  of  Worcester,  to  reconsider  the 
vote  whereby  the  House,  on  Friday  last,  refused  to  order 
to  a  third  reading  the  Bill  to  provide  for  the  purchase  aod 
use  of  the  McTammany  voting  machine  in  State,  city  and 
town  elections  (Senate,  No.  316),  was  considered,  and  after 
debate  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  83  to  65. 

Pending  the  recurring  question  on  ordering  the  bill 
to  a  third  reading,  Mr.  Roberts  of  Chelsea  moved  to 
amend  in  section  1,  line  1,  by  striking  out  the  vrord 
**  law'*  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "box;"* 
in  section  2,  lines  2  and  3,  by  striking  out  the  words 
**  unless  in  the  judgment  of  said  commissioners  "  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  word  "  until ; "  in  lines  12  and 
13  of  the  same  section  by  striking  out  the  words  **if  the 
ballot  law  commissioners  shall  so  require ; "  by  adding  at 
the  end  of  section  2  the  following  :  *'  Sixth.  8aid  voting 
machine  shall  be  so  constructed  that  each  voter  naay  add 
to  the  list  of  candidates  to  be  balloted  for  on  said  machines 
and  record  his  ballot  for  the  same ; "  in  section  3,  line  1, 
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by  striking  out  the  word  ^' law ''and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  •*  box  ; "  in  section  4,  line  2,  by  striking 
out  the  word  ''  shall"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word  ''may;"  in  section  4,  line  7,  by  striking  out  the 
word  ''law"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"box;"  at  the  end  of  section  4  by  adding  the  words 
"and  shall  have  proved  satisfactory  to  the  ballot  box 
commissioners ;  "  in  section  5,  line  2,  by  striking  out  the 
word  "law"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"box;"  in  section  5,  line  9,  by  striking  out  the  word 
"  law  "  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "  box ; " 
in  section  6,  line  18,  by  striking  out  the  word  "  law"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "  box  ; "  and  in  section 
7,  line  1,  by  striking  out  the  word  "  law"  and  inserting'in 
place  thereof  the  word  "  box ;  "  and  in  section  8,  line  21, 
by  striking  out  the  words  "  one-half  of." 

Mr.  George  H.  Mellen  of  Worcester  moved  to  amend 
in  section  4,  line  5,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  one 
hundred  of;"  in  section  5,  line  1,  by  striking  out  the 
words  "fifty  of;"  in  section  5,  line  4,  by  striking  out 
the  word  "  fifty ; "  and  in  section  5,  line  6,  after  the 
word  "  selectmen,"  by  striking  out  the  remainder  of  the 
section. 

Mr.  Sisson  of  New  Marlborough  moved  to  amend  by 
adding  at  the  end  of  section  4  the  following :  "No  ap- 
plication shall  be  made  by  any  city  for  a  voting  machine 
under  this  act  unless  such  application  is  authorized  by 
the  city  council  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor ;  and  no 
such  application  shall  be  made  by  any  town  unless  author- 
ized by  majority  vote  of  the  legal  voters  of  such  town, 
present  and  voting  at  a  meeting  duly  waraed  for  that  pur- 
pose." 

Mr.  Lowell  of  Boston  moved  the  previous  question, 
pending  which  motion  the  bill  was  laid  on  the  table,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Young  of  Springfield. 

The  Bill  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  purchasers 
of  the  property  and  franchises  of  the  New  York  and  New 
England  Railroad  Company  (Senate,  No.  320)  was  read 
a  third  time  and  considered. 

Pending  the  question  on  passing  the  bill  to  be  en- 
grossed, in  concurrence,  Mr.  Myers  of  Cambridge  moved 
to  amend  by  adding  at  the  end  of  section  1  the  follow- 
ing: "But  no  such  lease  or  agreement  shall  be  entered 
into  and  no  such  guarantee  shall  be  made  except  with  the 
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approval  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  as  the 
same  now  are  or  shall  hereafter  be  altered  or  amended,'' 
which  amendment  was  adopted. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  or- 
dered, on  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens  of  Maiden,  the  bill,  as 
amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  concurrence, 
and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the  amendment.

Pending  the  question  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third  read- 
ing, Mr.  Thomas  F.  Keenan  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in 
section  1,  line  2,  by  inserting,  after  the  word  **  mayor,"* 
the  words  '*  and  city  council,"  which  amendment  was  re- 
jected by  a  vote  of  29  to  49. 

After  debate,  the  previous  question  having  been  ordered, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Tuttle  of  Boston,  the  bill  was  ordered 
to  a  third  reading. 

The  Bill  establishing  the  salaries  of  registers  and  assist- 
ant registers  of  deeds,  and  providing  for  the  payment  of 
fees  received  by  them  to  the  several  counties  (Senate, 
No.  321),  was  further  considered.  The  pending  amend- 
ment, moved  by  Mr.  Slade  of  Fall  River,  was  rejected 
by  a  vote  of  41  to  48. 

The  pending  amendments,  moved  by  Messrs.  Irwin  of 
Northampton,  Hayes  of  Lowell  and  Gardner  of  Nan- 
tucket, were  severally  rejected.

The  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair  and  spoke  as  follows :  — 

Fellow  Members  :  The  closing  hours  have  now  arrived 
which  will  end  the  session  of  1895,  —  the  first  in  this 
magnificent  chamber.     The  record  in  the  old  chamber  for 
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the  past  hundred  years  was  ably  and  eloquently  recalled 
by  Mr.  Roe  on  the  opening  day  of  the  session.  The 
Legislature  for  the  next  hundred  years  will  find  it  no  easy 
task  to  equal  that  of  the  past  hundred  years,  so  complete 
with  records  that  redound  to  the  honor  and  credit  of  the 
State  of  Massachusetts. 

This  year  the  amount  of  business  introduced  is  about  the 
same  as  that  of  last  year,  only,  in  all  probability,  the  Bloe 
Book  will  be  much  smaller,  the  Legislature  having  killed 
about  fifty  more  matters  this  year  than  lasti  We  shall  clobe 
our  labors  nearly  a  month  earlier ;  not  that  that  in  itself 
is  a  recommendation,  but  the  best  results  are  always  at- 
tained by  application  and  close  attention  to  business  rather 
than  by  dilatory  action  and  delays.  Still,  we  will  leave 
it  to  others  to  judge  us  by  our  acts. 

Some  of  the  most  important  matters  introdaced  and 
acted  upon  were  as  follows :  The  metropolitan  water 
bill ;  the  Boston  city  charter ;  amendments  to  the  sabway 
act;  the  prevention  of  grade  crossings  by  electric  and 
steam  railroads  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners ;  amendments  to  the  caucus  act ; 
the  establishment  of  textile  schools ;  Saturday  half-holi- 
days, etc. 

Innumerable  special  acts  continue  to  be  enacted  in  place 
of  general  laws  broad  enough  in  scope  to  render  such 
special  legislation  unnecessary.

It  would  seem  as  though  the  first  two  months  of  the 
session  could  be  used  to  greater  advantage  while  waiting 
for  the  introduction  of  new  business,  by  going  into  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  immediately  after  the  routine  business 
has  been  gone  through  each  day  and  the  calendar  disposed 
of,  especially  on  such  matters  of  public  interest  as  have 
been  considered  by  previous  Legislatures.  There  are  a 
number  of  propositions  with  which  every  one  is  familiar, 
which  could  be  discussed  in  that  way  and  at  that  time  aud 
disposed  of  either  favorably  or  unfavorably  before  the 
rush  of  business  is  introduced  and  when  special  thought 
and  time  might  be  given  to  these  mattei*s  in  the  earlier 
part  of  the  session. 
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This  year  the  form  of  the  bulletin  has  been  changed 
and  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  showing  the  status  of 
every  bill  and  petition  which  has  been  introduced  and 
referred  to  a  committee,  for  the  enlightenment  and  to  the 
advantage  of  the  general  public.  Then,  again,  a  reform 
was  made  this  year  in  not  adjourning  for  the  base-ball 
game,  which  it  seems  has  been  copied  by  the  House  of 
Commons  in  following  our  example  and  not  adjourning 
for  the  Derby. 

Several  successful  and  satisfactory  evening  sessions 
have  been  held,  and  the  House  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  its  prompt  and  regular  attendance.  For  the  past  six 
weeks  we  have  had  daily  sessions  at  10  o'clock  a.m.  and 
afternoon  sessions  at  2.  The  House  has  worked  with  a 
persistence  and  diligence  which  is  more  than  commend- 
able, and  now  that  your  labors  are  drawing  to  a  close,  I 
take  great  pleasure  in  complimenting  this  body  at  this 
time  for  the  systematic  and  thorough  manner  in  which 
measures  have  been  considered  both  in  the  committees 
and  in  the  House. 

Our  saying  good  by  to  one  another  can  be  but  sad 
when  we  realize  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  it  breaks  up 
the  pleasant  relations  and  associations  of  the  past  year, 
never,  in  many  instances,  to  be  renewed.

follows :  «*  An  act  to  exempt  the  Holyoke  Water  Power 
Company  from  maintaining  a  fishway,"  and  "An  act 
relative  to  the  establishment  of  a  new  ferry  landing  in  the 
city  of  Boston." 

The  Secretary  further  said  that  he  had  been  directed  bv 
the  Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  and  in 
compliance  with  the  request  of  the  two  branches,  to  pro- 
rogue the  General  Court  to  the  Tuesday  next  preceding 
the  first  Wednesday  of  January  next,  and  the  General 
Court  was  prorogued  accordingly.
